Deters Decent Men 


Pearson's motives are seldom 


apparent. But, whether ulterior 
or, possibly, above-board, the 
fact is nevertheless that he has 
habitually "got on the wheel" 
of this or that defenseless per- 
sonality in public life and in- 
flicted such personal hurt as to 
deter decent men from entering 
public service. 


In the case of Forrestal, Pear- 


son made a false charge of dis- 
graceful cowardice. Forrestal, 
in the role of under secretary 
of the navy, a civilian job, made 
four landings with the Marines, 
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behind the assault waves, on 
Pacific islands held by the Jap- 
anese. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
held a similar position during 
the first World war. It is no 
disparagement of him to point 
out that Roosevelt's only expe- 
rience anywhere near the front 
in France consisted of tours of 
inspection amid considerable 
panoply and privilege, not per- 
sonal intimacy with danger. The 
contrast does favor Forrestal 
nevertheless. 


On Jan. 16, 1949, over station

Pearson "purported to rea(j a 


dispatch direct from the White 
House vilifying Forrestal. At 
least his voice said, "The White 
House: Well, President Truman 
was about to Accept the resig- 
nation of Secretary Forre^tal 
when, last Sunday, he heard 
Walter 
Winchell's broadcast 


about Forrestal's income-tax 
finagling in the 1930's." 


In newspaper and press as- 


sociation language, that term 
"The White House" at the start 
of an item is called the date- 
line. The date-line is the source 
or the ostensible source of the 
facts or falsehoods which then- 
ensue, and, in this case, clearly 
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implied to the public that he 
was reading a dispatch direct 
from the White House. As to 
whether this was a truthful 
representation 
the individual 


citizen may draw his own con- 
clusions. 


"Whtreupon," Pearson con- 


tinued, "Truman sent for a 
transcript 
of the 
Winchell 


broadcast and literally hit the 
ceiling. 
'I'm not going to let

The bill now goes to the senate floor, where a passage 


roll call is expected later this week or next week. 


"Committee members voted 


7 to 6 last night in favoring 
passage 6f the legislation in- 
creasing the gasoline tax by 
two cents. They also approv- 
ed two other bills boosting 
passengers car license fees an 
average of 15 per cent and 
truck licenses by 20 per cent. 


All told, the program would 


bring; In an additional 144,000,000 
* year to help rebuild the state's 
deteriorating road system. 
The 


gas tax increase alone would pro- 
duce an extra $34,000,000 annually. 


Urban-Rural Fight 


Before voting on the tax bill, 


the senate probably will have to 
decide the.growing fight between 
city and 
farm legislators over 


sharing the increased revenue. 


An attempt last night by Sena- 


tor William J. Connors (D-Chica- 
go) to give cities a larger split 
•was defeated by the highway com- 
mittee. ' He is expected to try 
again -when the bill comes up for 
amendments in the senate. 
' As It now stands, revenue from 
the five cent levy would be divided 
four ways—37^4 per cent to the 
state, 25 per cent each to cities 
and counties, and 12 per cent to 
township roads. 


The township share is causing a 


battle. Connors wants to cut 2J,i 
per cent each from the state and 
township shares, and increase the 
cities' proportion to 30 per cent. 


Townships to Fight 


One farm bloc member, Senator 


Arthur Van Hooser (R-Metropo- 
lis) told Connors if the townships 
don't get the full 12% per cent, 
the bill will be defeated. 


Under the present three cent 


tax, the revenue is shared equally 
among the state, cities and coun- 
ties. 


Legislators apparently are di- 


vided closely on the road program. 
Governor Stevenson has taken no 
position on the bills, except to say 
highways are in bad shape and 
more money is needed for improve- 
ments.

Contingent then on settlement 


of "minor points," said the union, 
the. strike idling 106,000 Ford 
workers, in two plants would be 
ended.

of the walkout, however. Negoi- 
ations have been recessed since 
Sunday night. 


Ford said it would not comment

standards of production and to 
require a worker to make up 
production losses resulting 
from factors over which the 
worker has no control?" 
The dispute bears on the speed 


of Ford assembly lines arid re- 
lates to ''work standards" and 
proper manpower. 


UAW President Walter Reuther 


said his union proposal differed 
from management's ^original arbi- 
tration idea.

tions as of April 15, 1949, the 90 
per cent support for wheat would 
have been approximately $1.96 per 
iniahel on a national level—-a drop 
of 4 cents per bushel from last 
year's national support rate of 
i§2.00.

! Illinois have been higher than the 
national average—varying in 1948 
jfrom $2.09 to $2.14 for the var- 
ious counties. 


"These figures are merely an in- 


dication of what the dollar rate 
may be for this year," said Com- 
brmk. "and should be considered 
with the understanding that parity 
fluctuates from month to month 
according to the relationship of 
the pnce of things farmers buy 
to the price of the commodities 
they sell." 


Funds Available 


Combrink suggested that every

June 10th Is 
Deadline for 
Wheat Filin 


Owners and operators on whose 


farm* wheat has not been seeded 
tor harvest in any of the yean 
1947, 1948. or 1949 must file 
written application -with the coun- 
ty committee by June 10. if they 
desire a wheat allotment for 1950. 
This announcement was issued to- 
day by Leon Garrison, chairman 
of the local agricultural conserva- 
tion committee. 


"This requirement," he said, "in 


no way applies to farms consider- 
ed under the program as regular 
wheat allotment farms. In other 
words, allotments will automatic- 
ally be established on all farms 
for which information is on file 
showing wheat seeded for harvest 
in any of the above mentioned 
years." 


It is only on farms that do not 


'all within the above classification 
that an application must be placed 
on file by the June 10th deadline, 
explained the chairman. Under 
present regulations these fanns 
may be considered for a new 
wheat farm allotment, but the 
acreage available for new allot- 
ments is limited by law and is ex- 
ceedingly small. Therefore, appli- 
cations should be made only by 
those producers who are sincere 
in their intentions to plant wheat 
in 1950. 


Garrison also stated that pre- 


vious completion of a Farm Acre- 
age Report does not necessarily 
mean that an allotment will be 
established for the farm. He point- 
ed out that acreage reports were 
made for quite a number of farms 
that will not qualfiy for regular 
allotments. In these cases applica- 
tions for a new wheat farm allot- 
ment is the only alternative.

Check Your Opinions 


How to avoid prejudice is mor* • 


important than merely recognia- 
- 


ing it. Begin by striving to know 
facto before 
forming opinions. 


Don't accept the ideas of others 
without 
question. 
Check 
your 


opinions frequently to see if they 
can stanl up under changed con* 
ditions and new facts. Never let 
your feelings trap you. If you 
can't win an argument of reason 
alone; if you lose your temper, 
then it's time to re-examine your : 
point of view. 


Start with an open mind and 


progress to .sound opinion. The 
person with no point of view sel- 
dom feels keenly enough about 
an injustice to fight for its cor- 
rection. But before you take a 
stand, know where' you are—and 
why. 


The 
object 
of opening the 


mind is the same as that of open- 
ing the mouth to eat—be sure 
you shut it on something solid!

So unless the working mother 


tells the children herself that she 
s working for their welfare, that 
fact may escape them for a good 
many years.

When they had left she 
rushed into the house, notified 
her husband and called the po- 
lice.

Truman Labor Bill Support 


Crumbles Within Own Party 


Washington, May *4—CAP)— 


Tke once-solid backing which 
Democrat* on the senate labor 
committee publicly gave the Tru- 
man later bill crumbled some more 
today. 


Signaling the newest split in 


the party ranks, Senator Humph- 
rey (Minn), one of the committee 
Democrat*, said he favors at least 
four amendments to the adminis- 
tration measure. 


One of them would give the 


President limited power to seise 
struck plants or industries when 
all other efforts to settle a dis- 
pute had failed. 


Senator Douglas (HI), another 


Democratic member of the labor 
committee, came out over the 
week-end for much the 
same 


amendment. 


So did the executive council of 


the American Federation of Labor, 
which—like the Democrats on the 
senate committee—once vigorous- 
ly opposed the idea of changing 
the administration bill in any way. 


Meanwhile, there were fresh in- 


dications that key labor leaders 
are eager to have congress mem- 
bers work out a compromise bi- 
partisan measure. 


Want Compromise 


Senator Morae (R-Ore) said an 


AFL. official urged him to do what 
he could about getting both Demo- 
crats and Republicans behind a 
compromise. E a r l i e r , Senator 
Aiken (R-Vt) had said key of- 
ficjals of two big labor organiza- 
tions put a similar proposition 
to him. 


Both Morse and Aiken are mem- 


bers of the senate labor commit- 
tee. Morse said he had discussed 


craUe eenators, but that there 
jave been no decisions. Aiken said 
he found (he Democrats "appar- 
ently hanurtung by the White 
House's uncompromising attitude." 


The administration bill would 


repeal the Tsft-Hartley act and 
replace it with a modified version 
of the old Wagner act 


The bill was approved in the 


senate labor committee two 
months ago, with the eight Demo- 
cratic members all voting for it 
and the five Republicans solidly 
against it. The Democrats at that 
time refused to consider any OOP- 
sponsored amendments- 


Debate Far Away 


Present prospects are the sen- 


ate won't begin debate on the 
measure for another month or six 
weeks. The house has had one try 
at action on labor legislation, but 
it fizzled out. During that round 
the administration bill was shelved 
and the house nearly pajsed a 
measure which would have kept 
most of the Tart-Hartley law on 
the books.

The statement was the sharpest 


the archbishop has made in a 
mounting church • state conflict 
here. It was contained, in a per- 
sonal letter to Alois Petr, minister 
of transport and" head of the Com- 
munist-approved Catholic Peoples 
party. 


The letter's contents were dis- 


closed by a well informed and re- 
liable source. 


Jt accused Petr of "sins" and of 


distorting information in the press 
about Catholic activities. 


The archbishop's latest blast fol- 


lows disclosures last Friday of a 
letter written by him to the clergy 
on April 29, citing oppressive acts 
against the church by the state. 


That letter said negotiations be-
